London, A pril 29.—A Toklo co rre­ 
spondent a sse rts th a t the R ussian c ru i­ 
sers slipped past the Jap an ese squad­ 
ron d u ring a fog aud regained the h a r­ 
bor of V ladivostok. 
T his is the only additional news th a t 
has reached London concerning the 
V ladivostok squadron. 
No fu rth er de­ 
tails have been received reg ard in g the 
sinking of th e Jap an ese tra n sp o rt Kin 
Shiu M aru, which Incident is much 
com m ented on here as proving th a t 
the Ja p an ese placed too g reat confi­ 
dence In th eir com m and of the sea, 
and th ere is no doubt th a t It will In­ 
duce g re a te r vigilance on th eir p a r t 
T h ere Is som e Inclination to o riticiie 
h arsh ly th e action of R ear A dm iral 
Y essen, but m ost of the papers prefer 
to aw ait p articu lars of th e affair be­ 
fore p assin g Judgm ent upon It. 
T he report th at th e Jap an ese have 
occupied K ilu T iencheng has not yet 
been confirm ed.
